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PEEFACE. 


In the present volume the two remaining subfamilies of the 
Noctuidcs, the Foctlhn^ and Deltoidina, are described. The 
latter consists of slenderly built, semidiurnal, grass-frequenting 
forms which show far greater diversity of structure in both 
generic and secondary sexual characters than the other groups 
of the NoctmdtE It exhibits a gradual development from 
forms with straight palpi fringed with hair above, such as 
Rypena, which is closely allied to the Sarrothripints and to 
the ancestors of the Noctmda and Nolina, through forms 
with oblique palpi, to a group possessing palpi of an extremely 
curved sickle-shaped type from this group arose the stouter 
built more typically Noctuiform and nocturnal FocilliruB 
and Quadnfina 

The Eptcopitdde, Uranitda, Eptplemtdce, and Geometnda 
belong to the group of families in which vein 5 of the fore 
Wing arises from the middle of the discocellulars. The first 
three are closely allied and might perhaps be regarded as 
subdivisions of one family, the Uraniidce, which is most nearly 
related to the Bombycida and Saturrmdce, some early form of 
the same stock havmg also given rise to the Geometridce and 
NotodontidtP 

In the Geometnda Mr. Meynck^s excellent division into 
subfamilies has been followed, and his classification will almost 
certainly remain as the basis of any future work on the 
subject His definitions of the European genera also are 
found to hold to a great extent for Indian forms, but least so 
in the BoarmiincB, which is far the most difficult subfamily to 
classify, owing to the great diversity of structure that is found 
in closely allied forms and to a large amount of individual 
variation. It will require a considerably extended study, 
embracing the forms of all the zoological regions, before* a 
really permanent classification can be arrived at. 

The Orthostixmce and (EnochromiruB contam the most 
primitive forms in the family; the former has vein 8 of the 
hmd wing connected with the cell by a bar near the base, the 
remains of one of the lost subeostals. From the OrthostimuR 
have arisen (1) the Acidahincs and GeometrincB, by vein 8 of 
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the hmd wmg becoming widely separated from the cell except 
near the base ; (2) the LareniiiruB, hy the bar migrating to 
near the end of the cell, or by vein 8 anastomosmg with the 
cell to near its end ; (3) the Boarmivaa, by vein 5 of the hin<1 
wing becommg aborted, vem 8 being free or retaining the 
bar in the lowest forms, snch as Abraxas and its allies 
In the origmal scheme of the work it was estimated that 
it would be possible to include most of the subfamilies of 
the Pyralidts within the limits of the third volume, but the 
great activity that has prevailed among students of Indian 
Moths and the large number of species that have been 
described during the four years that the volumes have been 
in preparation have made this impossible The publication, 
however, of M. Ragonot^s first volume on the PAyctitnes, a 
group of Moths that, owing to the ravages committed by 
many of the species among for^t-trees, corn, cotton, tobacco, 
&c., IS of more economic importance than any other, except 
perhaps the silk-producmg Bombyctdes and Satumtidee, and 
the approaching completion of his second volume, which 
will include the Galleruna, have made it possible to study 
the subject as a whole. Thus the postponement of the 
PyrtdtdtB is hardly to be regretted if at some future time 
a fourth volume is sanctioned containing the whole of 
that family and also an Appendix bnnging the rest of the 
work up to date This wo^d complete the subject down 
to the families for which Lord Walsingham has the whole 
of the material in course of preparation for pubhcation. 

I have to thank Dr 0 Staudmger for his courtesy m 
sending me the types of all the species described by Mr Moore 
from the Atkmson Collection, of which no specimens exist in 
England, and for havmg thus enabled me to determine the 
affinities of many species I had otherwise no means of classi- 
fymg. The whole of the gentlemen mentioned in the preface 
to my first volume have also continued their assistance in 
the freest and most generous manner. In addition Mr. G. 
C. Dudgeon has first placed at my disposal, and then presented 
to the British Museum, the results of his many years’ col- 
lecting in Sikhim and Bhntdn, and, lastly, M L deNiceville, 
the author of the invaluable volumes on the Butterflies of 
India, has sent me many new and rare species fromTenasserim
